It shews that tbe number of males 
of twenty-one ycnra of aire and over 
in the United Slates in H80 was 12, 
i<:)0,3«. 'Ot these 1 l,;ili,09,'> were 
white and 1,487,344 were colored, iii- 
cluiting Clttiiese, Japaneae and In- 
dians Ol Ihe white, 8270.618 were 
itailveand 3,082,488 loraign. Turd- 
Ing to (he nciitul of 1870 we And thai 
there wcro ibei) relumed 9,438,206 
males twciily-one years old and up- 
ward. Included In this total were 
8,363,719 whites aud 1,085187 colored. 

'I'he whiles were divided into 6,89b, 
618 nadvo and S,M2,688 foreign born. 

A comparison of those fiiiureB 
shows an iiinroase duijitg llio decade 
of .S,:ti)l 141! in all males ofvoling ago, 
2,0(111.285 In tbe wlilies, 491,857 in Iho 
l,373,8iia In those uf native an d529,- 
904 In those of foreign birth. 

Tfie toUl— 12,830,349-glves tbe 
males'of valing age in the United 
slates, but it need hardly bo said 
that It does represent the number of 
volen. The total inelndes nnnatural- 
laed foreigners. Ibe insane, paupers, 
and others who do pot bold the 
nlecllve franeblse,. -The aggregate Ot 
this non-voting class Is not given, and 
what it is can uon^only ha estsniated 
or guessed at. We think, however, 
iRat H^ls safe to say Ihatef^ lha near- 
ly thirteen millions of voting age 
from eleven to eleven and e half 
millions are voters. The total num- 
ber of voters oast at the Presldontial 
election ol 188o was 9,tI8,550 This 
would Indicate that from eighty lo 
elgbty-flve per cent of those entitled 
lo vote cast IbeIr ballots at tbe last 
national election.
